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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: as per the arguments that Hedin does not perform 
selective speech recognition, examiner argues that the scope of the claim language pertains to a second pass speech recognition 
technique, but not necessarily a different recognition technique, as argued by the applicant, and that Hedin offers the user to re-utter the 
word - thereby performing a second pass speech-based recognition. As per the applicant's arguments that the combination of Hedin in 
view of Gillick would not function, examiner argues that the purpose of Gillick is to reduce the amount of possibilities in a search, Hedin's 
recognition system is configured to handle "unknown" audio files, and therefore Gillick's nanrowed output choices (to a set of "known" 
possibilities) can easilly be handled by Hedin's recognition system. Examiner also notes that further clarification of the claim language, in 
particular a further defining of the claimed relationship between the first and second recognition pass, would overcome the Hedin 
reference..
